report of its two-year investigation. 

The was released Tuesday 
through the efforts of Henry D. Greene 
special representative of the Ameri- 
can Fruit and Produce Auction Asso- 
ciation. Greene went Washington 
and made photostatic copies of the re- 
port which had been officially released 
but not publicly printed. 

Charges made from a number of 
sources about two years ago led Con- 
gress to pass a_ resolution allotting 
money for the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion investigation of termina] produce 
markets and auctions. These charges, 
answered in the report, included accu- 
sations of alleged unfair practices 
which resulted in instances where pro- 
ducers and shippers were defrauded. 

Relating what it found wrong with 
agricultural marketing generally, the 
commission said: 

“Packing. handling and transporta- 
tion costs account for a large portion 
of the consumer's dollar and these costs 
are further pyramided by a large re- 
tail margin. 

“The marketing of a large part of a 
crop is often controlled by those who 
have financed it and. in some cases, 
such financing is unfair and costly to 
the producers. The use of local pro- 
duction credit associations by growers

WES 10 DEATH 


Dr. William W. Campbell, U. C. 
President Emeritus, Hurls 
Self From 4th Floor Window 


, SAN FRANCISCO, (IP—Dr. William 
| W. Campbell, 76, world renowned as- 
| tronomer and former president of the 
University of California, committed 
Suicide today by leaping from a fourth 
Story window of his Vallejo Strect 
horne after penning a series of notes to 
his family Saying ne preferred death 
_ to suffering. 

Dr. Campbell suffered paralvtic 
| Stroke last year. One eye had been 
' blind since 1932. The other was fail- 
ing him. 

One note he neatly laid on the re- 
ception hall table with his watch, keys 
and fountain pen, directed his family— 
wife and three sons—to look in “My 
Comet book in the red room.” 

There they found notes addressed to 
each of them apologizing for “my poor 
handwriting” and explaining his act. 

Indications were Dr. Campbell rose 
early this morning while his family 
slept—determined to take his life. Af- 
ter an hour of writing notes, the dis- 
tinguished scientist put a suit of clothes 
over his pajamas, went to the window

and jumped.

After serving many years as director 
of the University of California’s Lick 
Observatory on Mount Hamilton, near 
San Jose, Dr. Campbell was appoint- 
ed president of the university in 1923 
to Succeed David Prescott Barrows. He 
served ‘as president until 1930, retiring 
as emeritus. 


9,000 leanne 
China Floods 


Japanese Invaders Reported 
To Have Lost Heavily !n 
Waters Of Yellow River 


SHANGHAI, (u — Chinese military 
dispatches asserted today that 5,000 
Japanese troops had been drowned in 
Yellow River flood waters, that 7,000 
more were trapped and that gigantic 
quantities of war munitions were inun- 
dated. 

According to these dispatches, at 
least 5,000 Japanese were over-whelm- 
ed when the Paishah sector along the 
central front was buried under 30 feet 
of water. 

It was asserted that 7,000 more were 
isolated at Kaifeng, provincial capital 
of Honan, and that their fate was un- 


| known. 


Kaifeng. the dispatches said, was un- 
der 20 feet of water and 250 field guns, 
80 tanks and 100 armored cars were 
submerged. 

No mention was made of the fate of 
civilians. The city, on the east-west 
Lung-hai railroad, had a population of 
200,000.

of fruits, vegetables and grapes should 
be encouraged. 

“Uncoordinated transportation of 
produce by motor truck and the in- 
ability to forecast supplies moving in 
this manner has been shown to be one 
of the factors resulting in unstable 
markets subject to erratic price varia- 
tions. 

“The present inspection system is un- 
satisfactory and contributes to the pay- 
ment of excessive claims for loss and 
damage in transit. Facilities in some 
of the principal terminal markets were 
found to be inadequate to handle the 
volume received, improperly located 
and poorly r egulated.” 

“This condition,” the report assert- 
ed. “contributes to inefficient meth- 
ods of distrinution. the existentige of 
‘rackets.’ and to an increased burden 
on both consumer and producer.” 

In his copies of the report, Greene. 
who represents ten of the country’s 
largest auction companies, found that 
the commission said, “The larger auc- 
tion markets, vroperly regulated and 
conducted. affords a practical means 
by which fresh fruits can be sold effi- 
ciently.” This conclusion is based up- 
on the following considerations, the re- 
port shows: 

“The auction method of selling per- 
mits disposal of quantities of 
fruits and vegetables quickly and with 
competitive forces given more effec! 
than is possible at private 
sale. In auction selling the merchandise 
zoes to the highest bidder, and as a 
rule, no buyer who has the necessary 
cash or credit is excluded from mak- 
ing purchases.
